We made an 
exten sive study an d came to th e 
con clusion th at sacch arin is n on ­ 
toxic. eith er acute or ch ron ic, for 
h uman bein gs, in an y amoun ts 
th at 
could 
ordin arily 
be 
con ­ 
sumed. 
We foun d an exten sive 
use of sacch arin in can n ed goods, 
ch ewin g gum, soda water flavors, 
gin ger ale an d so on ." 
Th e presen t in terest in sacch a­ 
rin arises from its use a« a sub­ 
stitute for sugar. In th is con n ec­ 
tion on e of my correspon den ts 
writes: “You men tion sacch arin 
as a sweeten er, but fail to warn 
th at it lo-*es its sweeten in g power 
wh en h eated. 
All righ t in cold 
foods, but disappoin tin g in coffee.” 
Th is is correct. 
Sacch arin is 
of n o use in cookin g. Th e h eat of 
an ordin ary cup of coffee, h ow­ 
ever, in my experien ce does n ot 
affect it.

But. Dr. James F. Wilson, the 
county health commissioner, said, 
it is about lo percent better than 
is found in most Ohio counties. 
The examinations were made 
by Dr. I. E. Henry of the State 
Department 
in 
the 
first 
four 
grades of the county ele mentary 
schools and Hie freshman 
and 
senior classes of the high schools. 
Dr. Wilson expressed tin* be­ 
lief that "had Dr. Henry examined 
the pupils of the fitth, sixth, sev­ 
enth and eighth grades, he would 
have found more* corrections and 
lower defects than in the young- 
el pupils' and he pointed out that 
on the basis cd this presumption 
"the percentage would have been 
still less because the older pupils 
have been the one receiving the 
most dental 
corrections 
during 
the 
past 
four 
years. 
How­ 
ever, Dr. Wilson added, th** ex ­ 
aminations woli give the county 
nurses "plenty to do during tile 
next few months getting these 
pupils to dentists for the recom­ 
mended corrections,” 
Dr. Wilson reiterated that it 
is up to the parents to see that 
their children get dental atten­ 
tion and that the* corrections are 
to be made by the family dentist 
of their own selection. 
The

made* 
without charge by the state as a 
public health service, Dr. Wilson 
declared 
Dr. 
Wilson paid his Compli­ 
ment* to the dentists of Washing­ 
ton C. H., who made the exam­ 
inations in the city schools at the 
same time th** traveling dental 
office was making the rounds of 
the county schools 
With the dental- examination 
program for this season complet­ 
ed as one of the last big under­ 
takings of the County Health De­ 
partment under the guidance of 
Dr. Wilson, the retiring health 
commissioner expressed the hope 
that the Board of Health w ould be 
able to get a new* commissioner 
to fill his place w*ho would "fol­ 
low through" with the program 
"so this correction of dental de­ 
fects in school children will be 
taken care of at once." 
Dr. Wilson resigned unexpect­ 
edly earlier this month because 
of what

terference" with his conduct of 
the department.

BASEBALL M A Y BE REORGANIZED 
INTO EAST A N D W EST CIRCUITS 


Fay ette County sportsmen are 
being asked to follow their prev­ 
ious good record in helping pre­ 
vent fires in fields or forests dur­ 
ing the hunting season. 
It is pointed out that as a class 
sportsmen need less warning re ­ 
garding the starting of fires, than 
any other group. 
But there are ex ceptions. 
And 
to these latter the warning must 
go that the w ar effort must not 
be impeded by any wastage that 
can be avoided and that fire, a 
national menace even in normal 
times, is a far greater menace 
now’. 
The United States Departm ent 
of Agriculture has just released 
some figures applicable to Ohio’s 
forests. These show that in 19 41, 
woods fires burned 13,9 50 acres 
in Ohio; that 11,19 9 fire- w’ithin 
the state last y ear were caused 
by smokers; that over 9 0 percent 
of all fires last y ear were man- 
caused and preventable. 
The dem and for wood in these 
w ar times is very high. Five full- 
grown trees are needed to back 
up each soldier. 
These needs, it 
is ex plained, include wrood for 
living quarters and other military 
buildings; 
crates 
for 
shipping 
food, guns, ammunition and other 
supplies; ply wood 
for airplane 
construction; wood cellulose for 
high ex plosives; lum ber for pon­ 
toon bridges 
and

items. 
Here's a fire safety code for 
hunters: 
Smoke only while stopping in 
safe 
places, 
completely cleared 
of dry or inflammable materials.
